The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Specification, on page 4, line 4 of section [0024], please add "In certain embodiments the 
particles have an MMAD of from about 0.2 to about 3 microns.". 
In claims 25 and 3 1, change "0.2" to -0. 1-. 
In claims 26 and 32 add the term "about" before "0.2" and "3". 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art teaches treating pain in patients by administering drugs such as 
acetaminophen, orphenadrine and tramadol. The novelty in the instant Application lies within the 
method of making and administering the condensate aerosols of such drugs. The prior art does 
not teach producing a condensate by vaporizing the drug particles. Also such condensates 
provide a degradation product of less than 10% for the particles, an MMAD of less than 5 micron 
and a peak plasma drug concentration that is reached in less than 0. 1 hours. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
